Vague Proposals 


HE plea that Hongkong 
Industry needs help has, 
af a penoralisation, n certain 
superficial appeal that ins 
bound to mect with many 
echoes of approval. It in 
generally accepted now that 
the Colony’s economic salvao- 
tion Hes Iargely with i{n- 
dustrial deyolopment. The 
situation may change with 
the casing of the embargo 
but it Is fashionable at the 
moment to look to industry 
to make good the decline In 
the entrepot and to provide 
ulternative employment for 
the Colony's unemployed 
thousanda, 


But it is much more difficult 
to say how Industry can be| 
nurtured and growth 
fostered. At the annual 
meeting of Wheelock Mar- 
den & Co Ltd on Friday, Mr 
G. E. Marden threw out 4 
couple of hints, but as they 
stand they are much too 
broad and vague to become 
a serioux point of « dis- 
cussion. It is a pity he did 
not) make himself clearer 
for the general public isn left 
to guess the meaning of his 


romarks, 

Or the broad — principles 
enunelated in hls speech 
such as, that ways and 
means should be found to 
relieve unemployment-—there 
will be little dispute. But 
Mr Marden does not kts 
his proposals to the sta 
where he advocates directly 
any course of action for 
Government to consider. 
Even if he provides what 
proves to be a bono of con- 
tention, at least it la some- 
thing which tho authorities 
and the public can chew— 
and, to carry the meta: poe 

un little — farther, 
diestion of its marrow may 
come fresh ideas. 


His allusions to the high cost 
of cnpital, land and build: 
ings rather suggest that he 
thinks subsidies may be one 
wuy of tackling this 
problem---subsidies to {nes 
dustrialists. Ff this ts his 
ne of thought, he may con- 
sider that Government Jonns 
or reduced prices for new 
reclaimed Jand would pro- 
vide welcome —_aanistance. 
This suggestion has super- 
ficial appeal but there are 
many objections in principle 
~—purticularly if Big Busi- 
ness is to benefit. 


Some merchants are bound to 
gxrumbla = that litthe was 
done to relieve their plight 
after the imposition of the 
embargo on the China 
trade, Established in- 
duatrintists who have 
struggled ngninsat the very 
difficulties of which Mr 
Marden complains — and 
have succeeded — may 
justifiably resent Govern- 
ment authorisation of 
generous ossistance to new 
participants in the indus- 
trial race. And at any rate 
it is a foir thing as far as 
the taxpayer is concerned 
that Government should 
be able to recover the cont 
of reclaiming new land for 
industry from those who 
will, directly benefit.

He osald the course of 
intermathonal co-operation would 
not be changed. 

Heine indicated that the 
Social Democrats consider that 
the autonomist Saar Social 
Democrats, whose poll reached 
only abou six per cent, were 
bound now to dissolve or merge

HEN Mr Stan Bult 
gets back to his 
.Croydon home at, 

night, hoe is always sure of 
a welcome from 876 faces. 
Two of these belong to his 
sisters: the rest belong to 


| Britain’s circus clowns—to 


whom he is Boswell, Gibbon 
and Gainsborough rolied 
into one. 

Although tho clowns may 
have lost thelr power and glory 
in tho ring, they have a national 
shrine and portrait gallery in 
tho house of this elderly Lon- 
doner—a sedate, wing-collared, 
grey-haired fanatic who, under 
doctor's ordcra, now lives on a 
curfew. ("I slink Into bed at 8 
p.m., and riso reluctantly at 7.15 
a.m.”), 

Nobody has ever set Mr Bult’s 
trousers on fire, or chased him 
screaming round the sawdust. 
He has never paint his: nose 
red, or helped to tak@ down the 
Big Top. But he Is a walking 
cyclopedia of clowning, well- 
{known to all Britain's merry- 
men. ‘ 

Most of his portraits ara taken 
from life, While the band 
thunders out ity Sousa, and tho 
horses prance around the ring, 
Mr Bult sits with his crayons 
in the dressing-room—drawing 
the clown's make-up on paper, 
in close-up, as quickly as ho 
can, 

Often his work is interrupt- 
ed, while the sitter tears out at 
Nigh speed for oa orief tumble 
between the acts. (‘The clown'’s 
motto, ‘Always ready,’ you 
know,’ says Bult, approv- 
ingly.) But he’s not satisied 
until he gets the clown to sign 
the portralt, guarantecing 
authenticity,
